Dairy Notes. 


Inan Eoglish court a short time ago, a 
man who was charged with selling milk 
below the proper standard of richness 
pleaded in his own behalf that the sample 
taken was from hia morping’s milk, which 
was always lees rich than the night’s milk, 
and that it was taken after the milk had 
stocd for some hours. The jadge allowed 
the justice of his pleas and discharged 
him. Aethe milk was that astual!y sold to 
acustomer, we do not see the jastics in 
discharginghim 8th the poor quality of 
mornina’s milk and the fact that milk near 
the bottom of the can was lees rich than 
that at the top were his own fault, as they 
were entirely ander his control, if he had 
the care of the cow and of the milk. and to 
allow a man to go free upon such pleadings 
removes all protection from the buyer and 
consumer. 

it is weil known that the longer the in- 
terval bstween the milking priods the less 
will be the smonnt of butter fat and other 
solids ip the milx. M:iking early at night 
and late inthe moraing makes mornina’s 
milk thin and watery, other conditions 
being «qaal, while if the process is reversed 
the mornoing’s milk may be thericher milk. 
The intervals between milkings should be 
early equal at all searons of the year, 
when milk is sold, in order that all 
customers may be served alike. It has 
also been proven by carefal tests that a 
cow In such fuli flow of milk as to make it 
desirable to milk her three timee a day will 
give richer milk than if she is milked but 
twice, and the quality at the different milk- 
ings willithen show morning’s milk a little 
poorer for the same season that i¢ is not as 
rich in a cloudy or rainy day as in a bright, 
pleacant day. The presevc3 of sunlight in- 
creases quant!ty and improves the quali'y 
of rollk, as anyonecan learn by ke:p ng 
cows confined in a dark siable. 

We havea thought when in the business 
that we could counteract this to some extent 
by giving our grain feed mortly or entirely 
at the night milking, but we had no Bab- 
cock tester, and so many professors have 
claimed to prove that buster fat cannot be 
put into miik by feeding grain or other rich 
food, that we may have been mistaken. We 
thovg 1s we were r/ght, and think so yet. 

As regards the d.ffsrence In milk after it 
has stood in the can, we can only say that 
the m ikman who allows his milk to stand

abortion disappeared, and she produced a 
fine, strong, healthy calf at the end o! ber 
Then he began treating the en- 


which had aborted before, and gradually 
increased the dose up to a half ounce every 
other day. 

This wasin March, 1895, and be has not 
hada case of abortion in bis herd since. 
Asan extra precaution he also disinfected 
the stalls every night by spraying with a 
solution made by dissolving two tablets of 


| bichlorate of mercury ina quart of water, 
| and washed the hind parts of those which 


had aborted with some solution. This he 
kept ap until they had passed the time 
when they should have dropped their 
calves, when they were served again. From 
that service they went fall time, and nad 
the next year strong, healtby calves, and 
he has not hed a case in nis herd since

She dropped a fine large heifer ca'f about 
the first of Apr 1, which afi:erward made ap 
excellent cow that the owner raid had bot 
one fault, he could not get her to go dry at) 
all. Theold cow gave us more milk the 
next summer, every day, every week and 
every month, than she hai ever given 
before, and she run in the same pasture, 
stood in the same barn, and was mi)ked by 
the same man that had had the charg of 
ber before we went on the farm. Not only 
that, but she held ont well through the 
winter, and we had to reduce her feed the 
next spring to gether to dry off four weeks 
before she calved, and she did not have as 
good a calf nor give as much milk the next 
summer as she did the season after she was 
milked up to her calving. 

The editor of a weil-kn°wn Boston datly 
peper once asked us how he could dry eff 
his family cow, then some foor or five weeks 
from her time of calving, and still giving a 
good flow of milk.

Care of Breeding Sows. 


There is soarcely any farmer who has

stock as he ceuld desire. Yet on moat 
| farme when such an animal! has been reared 
|}and has proved its capacity, instead of 
being cared for and kept to breedirg, it is 
allowed to fasten and fall ander the butch- 
e1’a knife when it might easily be made to 
bear two or more littere of p'g: every year, 
| each litter worth at weaning time more 
than what the sow herself would bring if 
| fattened and sold as pork. 
| There are some reasons for this general 
diainclination to keep sows to breeding 
year after year. The chief of these reasons 
is that an old sow is apt to become, as the 
phrase is, “too knowing.” She will learn 
to open gates, to zo under or over fences, 
and help herself toali she can get at, and 
in some cases she developss an omnivorous 
appetite that makes her destroy young 
chickens or other poultry that comes in 
her reach. When the taste for such flesh 
food is formed it is time to let the old sow 
go to the bn eber, for when farrowing time 
comes euch a sow will turn cannibal 
and devour her own young. For this reagon 
the feeding troughs of breeding sows should 
not be allowed where chickens can get at 
‘hem. Itis usually the small chicks that 
first fall victims, batafter a sow bas once 
had a taste of poultry she will pursue the 
older fowler, and if they do not keep out of 
raw way will make a mealof them. The 
| lazy Asiatic breeds ere the worst sufferers 
from this cause. But the bog yard should 
be far enough away from the hen yard so 
| that the temptation to chicken stealing will 
|b» avoided. 

When the sow’s growth ceases it will be 
| hard work to feed her poorly enoug > so that 
| she will not get too fat for breeding, unless 
she is kept breeding all the time.

Our Export Trade. 


The official statistics from Washington 
of our export trade in horses are of a

| The official figures from Washington‘show 
|that for the ten months ending May1, 
exported 37,595 horses abroad, 
| worth $4,496,925, buat that in the {ten 
parallel monthe we exported 41,748 head, 
| worth previous $5,022,706, the difference, 
las before said, being not due to the 
|lack of demand but to the want of 
|supply of suitable material. It must also 
| be borne in mind that France, at one time 
| @ liberal buyer of common stock, is now 
| out of the market, as it imposes a customs 
| duty of $40 yer head, which is practically 
prohibitive to low grades. 
| ‘The total export to France for the ten 
| months wa: 6-2 head, worth $975,580 Great 
| Britain of course heads the list, as it does 
| in our other exports, and the business ap- 
pears of a permanent character, as the 
figures for the same periods seem to show. 
Ia 1897 we exported 15,374 head, 
worth $2036,165. In 1898 the figures 
jamp2d to 18,394 head, worth $2 550 098, 
while in 1899 they are 17,192 head, worth 
| $2,518,570. It will be noticed that the aver- 
ege for this year is higher. If we add one 
| fitth of these fizures to the latest we get @

If many of 
the sows have only small litters the fault 
may beinthe boar, It is well to have sows 
so marked that each can be known by 
name, mark or number, andarecord kept 
of time of service, number of pigs, etc, 
that in eelecting fature breeders the off- 
spring of the most prolific sows may be se- 
lected, if the pigs are otherwise satisfactory.

Better Grades of Wool Needed. 


In the markets todaythe finer grades of 
#0oo!l are high priced, and relatively scarce,
